*'It is known as the Paddock Pure Food 
bill. 
It authorizes agents of the Agri- 
cultural Department to call for and an- 
alyze or have analyzed samples of all 
foods or drugs or drinks or patent med- 
icines, or anything else that a man can 
Bwallow, which may be oifored for sale 
in any other State other than that in 
which they are produced, and it makes 
It a misdemeanor to send or iake from 
one State to another any food or 
drug 
which is 
adulterated 
or 
improperly 
branded. 
The measure is bad all over 
and clear through. 
It directs Federal 
bureau interference with a matter which 
properly belongs to tho several States. It 
opens up an opportunity for endless ex- 
tiavaganee in tho multiplying of needless 
and costly analyses. 
It institutes a 
bureau of inquisition which,in dishonest 
hands, will become a bureau of black- 
mail pure and simple. 
It gives to this 
bureau practically the ¡jower to prohibit 
the sale of any article which is not an 
absolute simple, to call any combination 
of substances an adulteration,and to help 
one man's business by destroying tho bus- 
iness of his competitor with an arbitrary 
ruling.

Dark feathers, and those in particular 
of the owl, buzzard, 
woodpecker and 
raven, are unspeakably accursed. 
No 
ono will touch them except 
those who 
"have 
the evil road,"—that is, are 
witches,—and any Indian found with 
them in his or her possession would be 
o/iicially tried andofficiallj put to death. 
Such feathers are used only in secret by 
those who wish to kill or harm an enemy, 
in whuso path they are laid with wicked 
wishes that ill fortune may follow.—St. 
Nicholas.

of pastoralists to tempt them to very 
treasonable laníruane concerning her 
whenever rabbits are mentioned 


The fecundity ot the rabbit ia 
amazing, and his invasion of remote 
districts swift and mysterious. 
Care- 
ful estimates show that under favor- 
able conditions a pair of Australian 
rabbits will produce six litters a year 
averajrinfr five individuals each. 
As 
the offspring themselves begin breed- 
ing at the age of six moiiths, 
it is 
shown that, at this rate, 
the 
origi- 
nal pair mitrht be responsible in live 
years for a progeny of over 20,000,- 
OUO. That the original scorc which 
were brought to the country 
have 
propagated after some such ratio no 
one can doubt who has seen the enor- 
mous hordes that now devastate the 
land in certain districts. 
In 
all 
b u f t h e remoter sections, however, 
the rabbits are now falrjy under con- 
trol; one rabbiter with a pack of dogs 
supervises stations where 100 were 
employed ten years ago, and with or- 
dinary vigilance the squatters have 
little to fear. 
Millions of the ani- 
mals have been ki-lled by fencing in 
the water-boles and dams during a 
dry season, 
whereby they died of 
thirst and lay 
in enormous piles 
against the obstructions they had 
¡frantically and vainly striven 
to 
tlimb, and poisoned grain and fruit 
have killed myriads more. A fortune 
of £25,000, offered by the New South 
Wales Government, still awaits the 
man who can invent some means of 
general destructio.», and the knowl- 
edge of this fact has brought to the 
notice of the various colonial govern* 
ments some very oricrinal devices;

colors and muterial ihrtt i» very beautiful. 
Tiie size of the basso ivlievos is ten feet by 
two. The Genuis is ten feet four inches in 
height; the iigure of <V»luinbus is twelve 
feet nine inchcs in lieight and its feet are 
thirt^'-six inches long. 


It IS very singular, but no portrait of Pol- 
umbus whose authenticity can be thorough- 
ly proved has yet been di^covereil. tlie sketch 
for this monument was made after long and 
careful research and most critical compari- 
sons of tliose of the earliest paintings and 
e]j;;ravings wJiich have tljegreatest possibili- 
ty of real likunnHS.—J^iUiibin g Disijatdi.

Cornelius Vanderbilts's real educa- 
tion was gained in working on his 
father's farm, and in learning to sail 
a boat, and drive a horse.

In boyhood the very quality which

The government crop reports for 
IVIay just issued is the first which really 
foreshadows the crops of the current 
year, and it is received with unusual 
interest the present season, many causes 
»combining to make the crops of 1892 
of more than customary importance. 
A poor wheat crop is rendered extreme- 
ly probable by the report now made. 
The crop last year was about 611,000,- 
•000 bushels, nearly 100,000,000 bush- 
^els larger than any previous crop, and 
•one-third larger than the average for 
^ve years before. 
This crop was raised 
under reports which placed it at an av- 
•erage condition of 97 out of 100 for 
May, and maintained 
this 
figure 
through the year. 
The crop begins 
now with an average condition of 84, 
and 10 per cent. less of it is needed 
than usual. 
This makes it tolerably 
plain that the total crop will probably 
drop back to the average of recent 
years. 
Even then, with the amcunt 
which will be carried over from this 
•year, the total supply will eqeal any 
probable demand. 
The other crops of 
•the year are still in the future, but it is 
well to remember that a reduction in 
•cotton of 4,000,000 acres, or one fifth 
of last year's acreage will be equivalent 
to an increased acreage in corn of 
about 5 per cent, on last year's crop of 
100,000,000 bushels in yield. 
Taken 
.as a whole, the prospect of large crops 
»this year cannot be considered favora- 
'ble, but there is also no prospect of a 
^lise in prices, 


A decision in the matter of hawking 
and peddling goods, which will inter- 
est every veteran in Pennsylvania who 
holds a soldier's license, was filed Fri- 
day in Prothonotary Worst's office by 
Judge Sadler of Cumberland county. 
The decision is in the case of John 
Webbert.

Mr. Stable v/as born in York coun- 
ty in 1823 and was the fourth child 
of John and Sarah Stable. He attend- 
ed the common schools aud York 
Academy, and learned the printer's 
trade in the office of the York Ga- 
zette- 
In 1845 he came to Gettys- 
burg aud purchased the Compile!'. 
Since that time he has controlled that 
paper and published it for forty-seven 
years; most of the time in the same 
building. 
V/hen he came to Gettys- 
burg th^ county was Whig in politics 
but he lived to see it reversed and his 
paper became the organ of the major- 
ity party. 
In politics he was an ar- 
dent, uncompromising Democrat. A1 
though prominent in the counsels of 
his party and often consulted by the 
local leaders, he never stood for office. 
Twice he ran as elector and was dele- 
gate to the convention that nominated 
McCleîlan for the presidency. 


He was a warm supporter of the 
Editorial Association and was always 
present at its meetings. 
He had in- 
tended to start on the 7th inst. with 
the Pennsylvania delegation to the 
National Editorial Association which 
meets in San Francisco. 
It was a 
great disappointment to him not to 
be able to accompany the party. With 
newspaper men within and without 
the State be had a wide acquaintance 
and was familiarly known as Colonel 
Stable, 


In home affairs he was just as much 
interested, being a director in the 
Water and Gas Companies and the 
Evergreen Association. 
He took an 
active part in getting the railroads to 
Gettysburg and also in the Agricul- 
tural Society when it was in existence, 


Mr. Stable's wife, now dead, was 
Miss Louisa Doll, of Frederick, Md. 
The children are Thomas J., Harry 
M , Annie D., wife of T, O. Linn, 
Esq, Salisbury, North Carolina, Kitty 
H., wife of J. L. Butt, Esq,, of Get- 
tysburg, and Charles E. Stable, Esq. 


The funeral was Sunday afternoon 
frcmi the house. 
Tbe services wer« 
conducted by the Rev. T. ]. Barkley, 
pastor of the Reformed chuich, and 
were attended by a large concourse of 
friends and relatives.

ers were Judge McClean, J. C. Neely, 
Eeq., Col. C. H Buehler, Henry Ying- 
ling, Thomas G. Neely and the Rev, 
Dr. E. J. Wolf.—Star.

ter like the famine.

The condition to which public admin- 
istration has become reduced is strikingly 
illustrated in the followtng account'of 
two very recent occurrences in St. Pet- 
ersburg: Within the past three weeks a 
baker was brought before the courts 
charged with adulterating his bread by 
the admixture of sand. 
With anpalling 
eíTontery he admitted that he "did use 
sand in making bread, adding that this 
was downright 
beneficial to the con- 
sumer] 
Justice of the Peace Borodin, 
who tried the case, handed down a de- 
cision practically to the effect that no 
doubt the accused was an unappreciated 
discoverer of scientific truths; 
that 
doubtless he had «'scooped" his contem- 
poraries in the baking trade in this in- 
stance,and that henceforth sand would be 
recognized as a valuable addition to the 
composition of breadstuils. The accused, 
in short, was a benefactor of the race! 
In the second example Justice of the 
Peace Busoil looms up as an equally per- 
fect survival of the classic Dogberry.

These in some cases have 
taken the form of railroad construction, 
and apart from the benefit they will im- 
mediately confer upon the people,

is to make the peasants serfs again. 


Alexander III. was born at St. Peters-

ward to completion. 
In fact, they will 
prove a safeguard against one of the 
most potent causes of the present distress 
—the want of adequate means of trans- 
portation. 
Were it not for the sad lack 
existing in this respect many lives could 
have been saved from the holocaust of 
famine. 
Access to the depots of relief 
has been so difficult m a majority of cases 
that people died 
before succor could 
reaci them or they could reach it. Uad 
a comprehensive system of railroads ex- 
isted an incalculable amount of suffering 
might have been averted and numberless 
casts of hardship 
brought v?ithin the 
sphere of official aid. 
Hence the peas- 
antry work with a will upon these 
rail- 
roads, rejoicing in the task. 


Letters from liussia just received by 
me contain accounts of the railroad now 
being constructed from Zlatoust, east of 
Samara, to Tcherliabinsk, in the very 
heart of the Ural district. 
It will form 
a branch of the Samara-Ufa-Zlatoust Rail- 
road, and its route lies through a most 
picturesque region. 
It 
traverses the 
banks of, and in some instances crosses 
the Satka, Sim and Yourzany Kivers. 
It 
is hoped that this project, now well un- 
der way ana which has a line of opera- 
tions extending through some of tho very 
worst of the famine ridden districts, will 
prove a great blessing to the people,who 
are flocking in numbers to seek 
engage- 
ments on the work«, 


Zlatoust is a great entrepot and base 
of supplies', where relief is dispensed to 
the famine sufferers. 


^ To show the difficulty of intercommu- 
nication in many parts of Russia I may 
mention thui this town has been literally 


visited the hut of a distressed family. 
While 'interrogating the woman who 
greeted them the visitors were surprised 
to see some bones m a corner of the 
room lying upon a board, and which bore 
the appearance of having had fresh meat 
recently cut from them. 
Knowing the 
I utterly wretched state of the family and 
the impossibility of their having any 
means of procuring meat, the visitors 
were impelled to question the woman 
and to their intense 
horror ac last 
elicited the truth that the bones were 
from the arm of an eight-year-old child, 
which had wandered into the hut from 
some other family, 
aimlessly 
casting 
around in the hope of relief, and had 
finally succumbed from lack of suste- 
nance, whereupon the half-crazed people 
yielded to the uncontrollable impulse of 
cannibalism. 


So frequent has the commission of 
crime become since the advent of the 
famine that the prisons are crowded with 
culprits who have either been tried or 
are awaiting trial. 
Goaded to despera- 
tion by the pressure of want, the or- 
dinarily 
self-contained 
and 
patient 
moujik has resorted to the commission 
of offences most of which are of a petty 
nature, but bring him within the opera- 
tion of the law all the same. 
If the dis- 
tress does not very soon begin to sensibly 
abate, it looks as though the Government 
would be forced to erect additional 
prisons. The fact that crime is prevalent 
proves the terrible state tho people are 
iUp^ Men prefer being sentenced to Si- 
beria rather than languish under brief 
sentences in ^be local jails, where tho 
food is worse than poisonous, and in 
order to force their judges to inflict 
terms of Siberian exile upon them they 
resort to various tricks,becoming violent 
in court, cursing the judge, and using 
insulting language toward the law and 
its 
administration, 
A man

Nerilfikoi was arrested for theft at Sara- 


that, besides leaving him his kingdom, 
he gave him something more precious 
still—the hand of the beautiful woman 
who was to have been his wife.

T this time every 
year the managers 
of county fairs and 
circusGs 
may 
be 
sure that they -will 
receive letters with 
gorgeous 
printed 
hcadiniia, toijether 
with lithographed 
posters exhibitiui* 
men and women in 
the act of plunging 
from 
a 
height. 
'These indicate that the balloon season 
lias arrived aud that the aeronaut and 
parachutist is preparing for his season's 
"work. 


Pew peopld who witness a balloon 
'-iiscension comprehend its fascinatioua, 
its perils or its methods, and only those 
•who have made the trip into the clouds 
'Cim accurately describe its accompanying 
¿sensations. 
Professor Mortimer McKim, 
-an aeronaut of experience, gives it as 
ills opinion that the aeronaut lives a life- 
time in the few brief moments of his 
voyage. 
To those interested m aerial 
navigation, a description of the airship 
is necessary. 
The material employed in 
'the construction consists of a' superior 
quality of sheeting, the breadths being 
stitched together firmly, with the edges 
felled. 
The average balloon, being 150 
feet in circumference and seventy-five 
feet in height, requires eight hundred or 
more yards of cloth. 
At the mouth of 
the balloon a hoop the size of a wagon 
wheel, and made of wood, is attached to 
keep the mouth open while the hot air 
is being forced into it, and this orifice 
remains open during the ascension. 
The 
inside of the fire balloon is coated with 
•a sizing of glue, whiting, 
alum and 
'Other uoa-combustibles, as a precaution 
against sparks, which, with the hot air, 
arise frequently to a height of thirty 
feet during the inflation. 


On being released, the balloon rises at 
first slowly 
until at about a height of 
filty feet, when its velocity is at the rate 
of forty-five miles an hour. 
At the ex- 
' piration of two minutes the oallooa has 
attained an altitude of a mile and a half, 
then it commences to sail with the air 
current which strikes it. 
This driftinji 
about continues for a period of four min- 
utes, when the 


escaping hot air causss a 
gradual shrinking of the balloon and its 
consequent descent. 
The unique sensa- 


• tions of the aeronaut begin with the 
moment he mounts the trapeze bar at- 
tached 
to the balloon. 
Grasping the 


•ropes, the feeling is much like that of 
being seated in a swing. 
For the first 
100 feet there is a realization of the as- 
.cent; objects below appear smaller and 
smaller until gradually they fade from 
•view. At a height of 200 feet in the air, 
-rushing past with tremendous volocity, 
gives one the impression of leaning out 
of the car window of a limited express, 
the sounds of earth die away in a mur- 
mur, and it is then that 
the 
balloon 
seems stationary, the earth falling away 
.from it. 
Looking downward from the height, 


* all surfaces appear level, mountains and 


instant all is enveloped 
in foix, from 
which the aeronaut emerges soaked with 
spray. 
And 
now for the 
spectacle! 
Subline, dazzlinrj. 
Mountains of irides- 
cence, fleecy Avhite clouds tinged with 
creamy pink, like the iilumage of the 
cockatoo. 
Swirling 
combinations 
of 
color, blending and 
shifting as in a 
gigantic bubble. 
Golden greens, that 
melt into purple and bronze and crimson, 
with the sun dissolving aud overflowing 
upon their tops, 
AVonderiul tints, such 
as artist never dreamed of. 
To compre- 
hend color it is necessary to have seen 
the magic canvasses ot the clouds. 
The 
balloon sails on and drops slowly away 
from this panorama once more into the 
colorless atmosphere. 


With the descent, earth appears to rise 
and the balloon to remain fixed; aud now 
the operator is occupied with one idea— 
speculation as to whore and how he will 
reach earth, for distance is incalculable 
and perspective a myth. 
The balloon 
is the sport of chance" and is liable to 
deposit its passenijer anywhere from the 
top of a church steeple to the bottom of 
a ditch. 
The aeronaut takes his life in 
his own hands when he ascends with the 
airship. Should it take fire, burst in mid- 
Uir or cool of too suddenly in striking a 
cold current, the result is collapse and 
disaster, for there is no safety valve to 
the fire balloon. 


The aeronaut is invariablj^ an enthusi- 
ast until he meets with an accident, after 
which 
discretion becomes the 
better 
part of his valor, and he is content to 
rally substitutes for an ascension. After 
a few years he is apt to retire altogether, 
and leave to others the hazardous occu-

CURING 
MEAT. 


There are many ways of curing meat 
and also of keeping out skippers; it is 
difficult to say which is the best. 
To 
sugar cure use eight pounds of brown 
sugar, five pounds of fine salt and one 
and one-half pounds of saltpetre. 
This 
should be the proportion, using enough 
to rub all over the meat thoroui?hly. 
Let it lie five days, then take up and-rub 
again, and repeat this the third time, 
adding a small quantity of ground black 
pepper. 
The rubbing must be thor- 
ough, 
The meat may be pickled by 
using brine made in the same way; boíl 
and skim it well before pouring over the 
meat. 
To canvas take down the meat 
after smoking, wrap with heavy paper, 
then wrai> the second time and cover 
with heavy sheeting, sewing it on in or- 
der to make it fit closely. 
Make a paste 
of flour and water and let it stand uutil 
it sours, add some chrome yellow in 
water aud mix with the paste and paint 
over the cloth or dip into it and hang up 
to dry. 
Some use creosote in curing and 
smoking to keep out the flies; others 
pack the meat in charcoal, which is one 
of the best p!ans that can be followed,as 
after smoking it will keep the meat clean 
and sweet. 
Whatever plan is followed 
the smoking must be done and the meirt 
taken down and packed away before the 
flies make their appearance in the spring 
to deposit their eggs upoa 
it.—St.

During the winter I cut 
wood and hauled it down to the city, 
and when I could not get a load of man- 
are given to me, I could usually buy a 
:wo-horso load for twenty-five cents. 
This I used as a top-dresaing on the fall 
:;rops, very thinly, of course. 
In spring 
[ sowed clover and Timothy seed on the 
wheat and so much rye as I had top- 
•Jressed. 
This I followed with a forty- 
ive toothed steel harrow, which served 
the double purpose of covering the seed 
ind fining the manure. 
The balance of 
the rye I left to grow as best it might 
till about the fiist of June. 
Then I pro- 
seeded to plow it down with a'weed 
hook, or a chain fastened to the furrow 
horse's wliililetree and back to the plow. 
I then rolled aud fined the soil to hasten 
the decomposition of the rye, and after 
properly pulverizing and again rolling, I 
planted it partly to potatoes and corn, 
sowing the balance to flat turnips. 
In 
August there was a good growth of bot- 
toms. 
I pulled the larger ones to feed 
the stock, us at this season of the yesr 
the pastures are suffering from dry, hot 
weather. 
Then I 
plowed down this 
muss of vegetation and again rolled and 
harrowed till time to sow to wheat. The 
next year there was no trouble in locat- 
ing the line of the green manuring. 


As soon as it was time to stop culti- 
vating the corn crop, I sowed rye in the 
corn, cultivating between the rows with 
a shallow tool. 
This gave pasturage for 
all kinds of stock till the snow covered 
the ground. 
This item of pasture alone 
will pay the cost of labor and seed rye. 
Next year the rye 
turned dowa, 


ting. 


A well bred flock of thoroughbred 
chickens are less liable to contact dis- 
ease, from the iact that good breeding 
has established in them strong constitu- 
tions and powers of endurance, while 
promiscuous crossing and recrossing of 
dunghills has weakened these charac- 
teristics. 


To rake up and burn the fallen leaves 
in the orchard, or to put them in the 
manure heap, will lessen the liability of 
the spreading of fungus diseases, and 
the same is true of all 
other plants. 
Where fungus is very troublesome in any 
season, such measures may be necessary 
to prevent its returning the next year 
with increased i)ower. 


Success waits upon the man who works 
his land for that which feeds his stock, 
when every steer carries to market a ton 
of hay in the shape of beef, aud fifty or 
more bushels of corn; when every colt 
or filly, every hog or sheep does measur- 
ably the same, and when butter by the 
ton will represent train loads of hay, 
and grass, and oats, and corn, and other 
stufl:. 


Do not let that hard

cow 
stay in the herd any longer than you can 
help it, for she is an aggravation to the 
milkers who soon spoil her by neglecting 
to strip her clean. 
It is a most excellent 
plan too for the owner of the herd to

Jard, one tablespoon sugar and one of 
salt^ have ready a bowl of yeast, made 
of one cup yeast, one-half cup water 
(lukewarm) and enough flour tc make a 
batter; when light mix still, and after 
it rises once or twice make out in rolls. 


Stewed Lobster—Two medium 
lob- 
sters, one pint milk, two tablespoons 
butter, two tablespoons flour, one-half 
teaspoon salt,one-half saltspoon cayenne, 
one-half 
lemon, 
or two 
tablespoons 
vinegar. 
Open the lobsters and cut the 
meat in small pieces. Boil the milk,melt 
the butter, add the flour, and 
when 
smooth add the boiling milk gradually. 
Add the seasoning and the lobster. 
Let 
it simmer ten minutes. 


Cornmeal Griddle Cakes—One pint ot 
cornmeal, one heaping tabiespoonful of 
butter, one saltspoontul of salt, one tea- 
spoonful of sugar. 
Pour T^oihng watei 
slowly upon the mixture, stirring till all 
is moistened, and leave it for 
thirty 
minutes. 
Then break into the mixture 
three unbeaten eggs, which must bo well 
beaten into the dough. 
Add five table- 
spoonfuls of cold milk, one spoonful at 
a time,till it is all smooth,and then bake 
on both sides a nice brown.
